Dempsey I have left," she said as 
she boarded an Eastern Air Lines 
plane for West Palm Beach. "I 
understand he wanted to sleep 
until 10 o'clock. Well, it's better 
this way, it's easier to break an 
engagement than get a Divorce." 


The rich and pretty widow ap- 


peared in good spirits as she 
boarded the plane." 


"Won't Mix" 


She announced the breakup with 


a statement that "oil and water 
simply won't mix." 


"We're just too different," she 


said, three days after she had an- 
nounced she would marry the for- 
mer boxer. 


Dempsey could not be reached 


at his hotel, the Mayflower. Sun- 
day night he left instructions that 
he was not to be disturbed before 
10 o'clock this morning. Calls to 
the Dempsey apartment were put 
through to the apartment of Max 
Waxman, Dempsey'a former man- 
ager and partner. A person who 
answered the telephone said the 
men had left the hotel together. 


Mrs. Augunte announced the en-

42 Passengers Sweat Out 
Flight on Crippled Plane 


HONOLULU Un-Forty-two passengers and a crew aboard a four- 


engine plane sweated out 350 miles of wobbly, tense flight to a tiny 
Pacific island Sunday after an engine explosion crippled their huge 
airliner. 


The passengers donned life jack- 


ets and nat calmly for almost three 
hours as the big Pan American 
plane limped to safety at Johnston 
island, 700 miles aouthwest of Hon- 
olulu. 


Th« plane was at 10,000 feet 350 


mile* northwest of Johnston when 
a blast shattered one propeller 
and ripped through it* engine. 


Capt. Edward G. Kelley of San 


Jose. Calif., told the »tory in a 
radiotelephone i n t e r v i e w from 
Johnston: 


"W« went from JO.OOO to 5.500 


feet very rapidly . . . completely 
out of control, but we managed to 
right the airplane. 


"It sounded like an explosion al- 


though there wax no fire. We had 


very little warning, less than 
seconds. 


"We had difficulty keeping on 


course but the last of the night 
it was much better 
We fin- 


ally held at 2.300 feet for the last 
couple of hours. 


"The 
passengers w e r e very 


calm . . . every member of the 
crew performed perfectly." 


The airliner was flying from San 


Francisco via Honolulu to Tokyo, 
Hong Kong and Karachi. A num- 
ber of Chinese'imd Japanese were 
among the passengers. 


The passengers were picked up 


by another Pan American plane 
to continue their trip.

Editorials 


Foreign Policy Historically Belongs 


to Executive 


It is the privilege of every senator t and congressman, 


indeed of every citizen, to have and express views on this 
country's foreign policy. 


Yet no one speaking merely for himself or for a political 


minority may rightfully expect to have a controlling voice 
over foreign or any other kind of policy. Under the Amen- 
can Constitution, policy is made by the majority m congress, 
and by the president. 


In the foreign field, the Constitution clearly conveys to 


the'president wide discretionary latitude in the making of 
policy. 


Evidently President Eisenhower felt that Senator Mc- 


Carthy, in his recent television remarks on foreign policy, 
had gone beyond the mere expression of opinion and had tried 
to force the'president's hand in foreign affairs. 


Mr. Eisenhower approved a statement by Secretary of 


State Dulles in which the secretary declared that McCarthy's 
criticisms of Nov. 21 struck at the "very heart of United 
States foreign policy." 
• 
• 
• 


It is important to note here that neither the president 


nor Dulles could have had reference solely to their own views 
on what constitutes American foreign policy. Since they 
employed no qualifying language, they could only have 
meant, it would seem, the established, settled policy of this 
nation. And that means the policy endorsed by both the 
White House and the majority in congress. 


That policy, underwritten many times since 1945 by the 


votes of Republicans and Democrats alike, embraces for- 
eign economic and military aid to friendly countries, the 
NATO system of military alliances, a net work of vital air 
bases .strung strategically across allied soil, all with the aim 
of presenting a strong and united free world front against 
the menace of Russian communism. 


The president and his secretary of state believe Mc- 


Carthy sought to undercut that program by suggesting that 
we tell our allies they will get "not one cent of American 
money" unless they stop all trade with Red China. 


The senator implied we spoke too kindly to our friends, 


and asked whether the Eisenhower administration was "go- 
Ing to continue to send perfumed notes (to our allies), fol- 
lowing the style of the Truman-Acheson regime?"

• 


To this the president bluntly replied we would continue 


our aid so long as "our enlightened self-interest" requires 
it. even though we may often differ with the nations getting 
the aid. He saw it as a "life and death matter" for America. 


Said Dulles: "Never in all our history w,as there a time 


when good friends and allies meant so much to us." 


But helping them, he added, does not give us the right 


to dictate to them as if they were vassals. They are depend- 
able as friends, said the secretary, "just because they are 
unwilling to be anybody'* »atellites. 


The president underscored this thought by saying that, 


"the easiest thing to do with great power (such as America 
enjoys) is to abuse it. If we should turn coercion, he said, 
we would be stamped as an imperialist country rather than 
a true world leader. 


These forthright declarations offer reassurance to our 


friends of the generous impulses underlying American policy. 
At the same time, they stand as an historic reminder to Sen- 
ator McCarthy M to how policy is made and where the gov- 
erning power really lies in the United States.

Near Moscow 


TOKYO — (Jl —A Japanese pris- 


oner of war recently repatriated 
from Russia said today he saw 
"American prisoners" in a prison 
southeast of Vladimir, about 100 
miles east of Moscow. 


Tadashi Macda, 58. a former 


Navy captain and military attache, 
made the statement in testimony 
before the Repatriation Committee 
of Japan's House of Representa- 
tives. 


Maeda is one of 811 Japanese 


returned from Russia last Tues- 
day. 


He reported the Vladimir prison, 


from which he was released, con- 
fines only "foreign convicts." 


"The largest population in the 


prison was Germans, followed by 
Japanese. Finnish, Polish, Turks, 
French, Britons, Outch, Estonian 
and American prisoners of war," 
he said. 


He gave no details. 
Macda said the treatment was 


on the level of "the lowest subsis- 
tence standard." 


Meals, however, had Improved 


since Fcbruray, he added. When 
he left, he said, the daily ration 
was 700 grams of rye bread, 40 
grams of powdered grain, 110 
grams of grain, meat, fish, salt, 
sugar and vegetable.

This is the story of their 
trip to Thailand.

Planning; a trip to Thailand (for- 


merly called Siam) financed by a 
grant from an educational founda- 
tion and our personal savings, my 
husband and 1 naturally wanted to 
travel in the most inexpensive way 
possible. We carefully searched 
through our favorite travel maga- 
zines for the names of all the air 
and steamship companies adver- 
tising routes to the Far East and 
then wrote each of them, request- 
ing information about their sched- 
ules and fares. 
Soon our special "travel drawer 


in the living room desk was filled 
with 
colorfully 
illustrated bro- 


chures beckoning us to visit those 
faraway places we had heard and 
read about all our lives. 
It wasn't long before we realized 


that air travel was financially out 
of the question for a student and 
his wife, not as much pressed for 
time as for funds. We also became 
aware of the fact that since Thai- 
land is as far away from home as 
we could possibly go. it made little 
difference whether we travelled via 
Europe or the Pacific! This en- 
couraged us to come to the happy 
conclusion to sail via Europe, and 
thus be able to visit student friends 
whom we had met while on sum- 
mer trips to Europe during college 
days. 
Faster. Cheaper 
According to the information we 


received, travelling third class on 
large liners would be both faster 
and cheaper than taking a freight- 
er direct from New York to Bang- 
kok. 
So we booked passage tourist 
class on the fabulous "Queen 
Mary" and had an unforgettable 
five and a half day voyage. Our 
travelling 
companions were in- 


formal and friendly. At our dining 
table were Austrian girl returning 
to Vienna after a year at Smith, 
studying international law on a 
Fullbright. an American art schol- 
arship winner anticipating studying 
the history of Spanish and Italian 
urt during the next year, an engi- 
neer returning to Indo-China after 
completing a six year contract 
with a Mexican firm, and a hope- 
ful actress and ballerina, very ex- 


• cited about her coming year of 


study at London's Royal Academy 
of Dramatic Arts. Meal time was 
a. period of interesting conversa- 
tion and always passed too quick- 
ly!Paris was its happy and fasci- 
nating self and our four-day stay 
only proved to us that we must 
return. We loved wandering about 
in the Quartier Latin, watching the 
students as they discussed art and 
politics in the sidewalk cafes. We 
loved the clean, green parks where 
children pranced about in the 
Bhadow of the Eiffel Tower or be- 
lore the Luxembourg Palace. And 
w« loved munching delicious fresh- 
ly baked French bread with its 
crisp light brown crust and warm 
nofuiess within. Yes, we must re- 
turn to Paris! 
Wltne*« Restoration 


Seven days in Bavaria allowed 


us to confirm for ourselves what 
w* had read about Western Ger- 
many's remarkable c o m e b a c k 
since the war. We were impressed 
with Munich's modern stores, well 
stocked with high quality consumer 
goods. Our young friends were sin- 
cere in their desire to.help build a 
new, 
constnictive Germany and 
are devoting themselves to the 
task with typical German dili- 
gence and boundless energy. 


A 16'hour train ride from Munich 


to Genoa was the only portion of 
our third-class, expense-s a v i n g 
travel which wasn't completely 
comfortable. While first-class trav- 
ellers were enjoying the luxury of 
soft cushioned seats, we were try- 
ing in vain to catch cat-naps while 
rigidly seated on crowded, hard 


benches! As usual, however, we 
found ourselves conversing with 
farmers, 
teachers, 
businessmen 


and students, sometimes in Ger- 
man (through my husband's skill), 
often m French (through my at- 
tempts) and toward the end of the 
journey in Italian, through the help 
of other passengers-interpreters! 
These conversations were extreme- 
ly elementary, but at least gave 
us an opportunity to exchange 
ideas with our new friends. 


Seeond Ship 


In Genoa we boaraed our second 


ship, the "Asia," owned by an 
Italian company. Built in Trieste 
only a year ago, it was modern 
and very handsome throughout. 
Soon we became acquainted with 
a large group of young Indian bus- 
inessmen and students who were 
returning to Bombay after travels 
and business in America and Eur- 
ope. They all spoke excellent Eng- 
lish, and we spent many interest- 
ing hours discussing Indian cul- 
ture. Hinduism, world politics, and 
the favorite topic—what's right and 
wrong with America! We also met 
many missionaries bound for In 
dia and the Far East and had en 
lightening talks with them about 
Christianity's appeal to the Orien- 
tal. They commented that some of 
the most effective missionaries are 
businessmen, students and travel 
lers who in their daily activity so 
live their religion that they cannot 
fail to impress upon others the 
power of Christianity. 


The "Asia's" ports-of-call were 
interesting cities which afforded 
us an excellent opportunity 
to 


glimpse many of the world's cul- 
tures. 
Six hours in Naples was enough 
time to see the famous Roman 
ruins of Pompeii. One Sunday aft- 
ernoon we visited Port Said—the 
dusty Egyptian citv at the mouth 
of the Suez Canal, in Port Said we 
removed our shoes and entered a 
Moslem mosque where natives 
were bowing in praise of Allah. 


Invited to Dine 


An Indian friend invited us to 


come ashore with him at Bombay 
to see his apartment, visit hw 
cricket club and to dine with him 
on spicy Indian curry. He showed 
us the Hindu temple near his home 
and there we watched devout Hin 
dus worshipping two ornate wood 
en idols representing the god and 
goddess of money. It was twiligh 
time—the hour when'the gods are 
in closest contact with men—and 
the temple bells were being rung 
to inform them that they were be 
ing praised. 


Colombo, Ceylon, is a sunny, rel 


atively prosperous city. With som< 
friends, we rented a taxi and asked 
to be shown the highlights of the 
city. Like most of the Easterners 
our driver reasoned that since we 
were Americans we were tremend 
ously wealthy, so he spent most o 
our time driving to the shops am 
bazaars via the luxury hotels and

"We were 
not made by nature to work, or 
even to play, from 8 O'clock in the 
morning till midnight.

For every 
purpose of business or pleasure, 
mental or physical, we ought lo 
break our days and our marches 
into two."
